This is the RoucH Drarr of the interesting early 
Will, sold in these rooms as Lot 288 in the sale of 
November 8th, 1927, prepared shortly after his mother’s 
death, appointing John Hobhouse, Scrope Davies, John 
Beecher and Francis Hodgson as Executors. 

It transpires from this Draft, that R. C. Dallas had 
originally been intended as Executor, but his name is 
here scratched out by Byron and a note inserted at the 
bottom of the page “J forget the Christian name of 
Dallas.—Cut him out.” and “ Francis Hodgson Esqr. of 
Kings College Cambridge” is substituted in Byron’s 
hand. John Cam Hobhouse is described as “ Now or 
late of Trin. Coll. Cambridge.” This suggests that the 
Will must have been drawn up in great haste since there 
was not time enough to verify either Christian names, 
or addresses. 

At the side of the paragraph relating to his burial 
with his dog in the vault of the garden of Newstead 
without ceremony, there is a solicitor’s note advising him 
to leave these instructions out of the Will and add “them 
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in a letter to the Executors; this is crossed out and an 
autograph note made “Jt must stand. B.” 

Against a Clause allowing for the settlement of all 
claims from Scrope Davies, the Solicitor has suggested 
that if there were unsettled claims he should not be ap- 
pointed Executor, Byron has written “So much the 
better, if possible let him be an Executor. B.” 

Against a query asking whether Nicola Giraud to whom 
he leaves £7000 on attainment of his majority, is resident 
in England, he has written “No” and if interest should 
be paid on the legacy during his minority, “ Yes.” 

He adds to his legacy to his servant Wm. Fletcher the 
Water Corn Mill with the outbuildings and close called 
the Miller’s Close “in the possession of I. Bowman.” 

He has also in several places altered or written in 
in full the names of Executors, Legatees, etc. 


This extraordinary Document is even more interesting 
than the official completed Will in the light it throws 
on Byron’s earlier life and his circle of friends at the 
time; in addition to this it has a number of examples 
of his own handwriting which were absent from the 
Document sold here last year.
